Out of This World 


A man’s home is his castle, but Otis Kerby (Dave Davies), a slightly eccentric 
bachelor, doesn’t quite feel that way about it. Even if he did, his very capable house- 
keeper, Myrtle Huff (Ann Didicher), is eminently qualified to keep him from being 
too egotistical. His attractive niece, Linda (Nancy Moore), who lives with him while 
she attends Parker College for Girls, is too full of new ideas. Most of her brain storms 
bring trouble in one form or another even while her somewhat impractical mother, 
Pauline Russell (Mary Jo Hunter), is visiting her. Miss Crest (Marilyn Daugherty) 
dean of Parker College has high hopes for Linda and incidently what she can do for 
the school. 


The play opens on Parker's gala day of the year with a picnic, swimming party, 
and prom on the schedule. The college girls June Bishop (Sue McElvain), and Doris 
Craig (Ann Dyson), are all excited about the prom when Phoebe Atkins (Joyce Elliot), 
comes in without a date. The boys from Cedar Heights College have been invited as 
well as Homer Judson (Bruce Armstrong), a newspaper publisher, who has been se- 
lected to give a lecture. Linda, as chairman of the committee, chose Mr. Judson be- 
cause of the interest in his son, Bruce Judson (Charles Frye). Bruce and Mr. Judson 
arrive in town without hotel reservations so Linda, with her usual flair for bright ideas, 
gives them— not to mention two other boys, Glen Willard (Chester Sprague), and 
Leo Dennis (Russell Glenn), from Cedar Heights— rooms in her Uncle’s home with- 
out the knowledge of her Uncle. 


Things become a bit on the complicated side when Uncle Otis comes out of his attic 
hideout, the only place in which he finds seclusion, and discover@he house full of peo- 
ple including Homer Judson, of all people, and among the uninvited guests. Uncle Otis 
has submitted any number of editorials and letters to Homer’s newspaper, but they have 
not been published. As a result Uncle Otis automatically places Homer on the Black 
List. Then because Uncle Otis expects to deliver the address at Parker and finds that 
Judson has been chosen for the honor— that’s the last straw. While his guests(?) are 
in swimming, he locks himself and their only clothes in his attic room. He refuses to 
budge, while confusion and consternation reign. While all of this is going on, Linda 
is coming up with one bright idea after another, all of which makes a beautiful mess 
of organized confusion. 


Linda rents costumes for the guests. With her usual affinity for doing the 
wrong thing at the right time, the costume she selects for Mr. Judson is a blatant red 
Satan outfit complete with trident. The resulting scene— meeting between Satan, 
alias Mr. Judson, and then-repentent Uncle Otis— is one of the most mirth-provoking 
situations of the play. 


Eventually through a series of hilarious events, she brings everything under con- 
trol again. Uncle Otis presents the college with his property; Bruce and Linda are in 
love again, the other couples are happy, and even the mercurial Myrtle is satisfied 
when the play ends. 


The play brought to light much potential acting ability and developed some that 
was known to exist. Each member of the cast played his part quite well. It would be 
difficult to say that anyone in particular was a star. Who can forget Ann Didicher 
as sb ce and Dave Davies as Uncle Otis, as they argued about the trivial and the 
great? 


Perhaps Bruce Armstrong surprised even himself with his ability. He gave a very 
convincing and realistic portrayal of a rather difficult part. No one doubts but that 
Joyce Elliott is a clever and entertaining little actress. Mary Jo Hunter surprised ev- 
eryone by her portrayal of the sophisticated Mrs. Russell— very smooth! Nancy Moore, 
Sue McElvain, and Ann Dyson were excellent as college girls. Marilyn Daughrty as 
the gushingly enthusiastic dean of girls was also very good. Russell Glenn and Chester 
Sprague played the parts of college boys with so much realism that it was difficult to 
re-establish them as high school juniors the next day. Charles Frye, as Bruce Judson, 
the pleasant, casual young college boy, moved from scene to scene with much poise 
and dramatic flair.

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Parlor Story 


After considering a long list of professional plays, the Madison Thespians chose 
William McCleery’s PARLOR STORY for their 1949 production. “Parlor Story,” 
revolving around the Charles Burnett family and the politics of the state college, was 
selected because of its adaptability to Thespian talent, its sparkling dialogue, its humor- 
ous situations, and the interesting story it portrayed. Again the club maintained its tra- 
dition of bringing to Madison play goers one of the better productions from the New 
York stage. 


The cast featured some “naturals.” Jim Brightbill stepped with ease into the role 
of Professor Charles Burnett, and gave a convincing performance as the honest, 
straight-forward ex-newspaperman who was seeking the presidency of the state college. 

Joanne Beer again evinced her mature acting and excellent interpretation as Mar- 
ian Burnett, the ambitious wife who aspired to great things for her husband. 


As the plot developed, the Burnett daughters, Christine and Katy, added to the 
complications and to the Burnett family troubles, Joyce Elliot, as the precocious teen- 
ager, and Lydia Gross, as the sweet but sleepy older sister, let refreshing touches of 
humor to the play. 


Charles Frye portrayed Christine’s boy-friend, Eddie West, an impetuous senior 
who wrote free-thinking editorials in the college paper and nearly ruined the Burnett- 
for-president plans, with understanding and dramatic restraint. 


Marian used her political influence and woman's intuition to effect her husband's 
nomination through her old sorority sister, Agnes Bright, the governor’s wife. This 
brought a visit of Governor Bright and Agnes, Jim Gatton and Dorothy Estep, to the 
Burnet home where much political intrigue and “trading of horses” occurred. Dorothy 
gave her usual fine performance and Jim again demonstrated his ability as a “char- 
acter” actor. 


The governor's state trooper body guards were ably played by Carl Theaker and 
Dave Davies, the latter in the role of the garrulous trigger-happy snooper. Young 
Eddie fell under the suspicion of Trooper Lainson because of his radical editorials. 


When Professor Burnett has lost all hope of being appointed prexy of the col- 
lege, Mel Granite, an unscrupulous publisher, offered him a job on his unsavory 
sheet. Neil Topper interpreted the role of Mel with poise and suavity. 


Marian Burnett’s rumor-planting began to work, and through political manipu- 
lation the professor was assured of the Presidency— with the stipulation that Eddie 
be expelled from the school. 


Through another series of sharp political dealings, the governor learned that Mel 
Granite could no longer pledge the support of his financialy sttricken paper and was 
persuaded by Burnett to campaign on his own merit. Eddie was vindicated; Mel, de- 
feated; Trooper Lainson discharged from the governor's staff; Professor Burnett, ap- 
pointed college president; and the Burnett household, restored to order. 
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In September, 1948, a new coach was added to the faculty of Madison High 
School. This man Ennis Walker, was educated at Lima Central High School. There 
he was very active in the field of sports, participating in: football, basketball and golf. 
The football team with his services, won the All State honors in 1939. 


Afer graduation, he attended Bowling Green University, before serving a four- 
year hitch with the Navy. He served in the European theater of war, as a Store- 
keeper, 1st Class, on an L.S.T. 


Ennis returned to Bowling Green to complete his studies. He quarterbacked the 
B.G.’s football team and was active on the basketball court. He was captain of the 
golf squad. 


After he received his degree, he was employed at Shiloh for one-half year to 
coach their basketball team. 


The following fall he came to Madison to take the coaching spot left vacant by 
the leaving of Jeff DeHaven. Mr. Walker coaches varsity football and reserve basket- 
ball, and teaches world history. Considering that Coach Walker coached his first 
football team here at Madison, he has done a fine job. His football squad should bear 
watching next year.

VARSITY BASKETBALL COACH 


Coach Blaine Dowler began his basketball career at 
Toledo Waite high school, where as a member of the vars- 
ity in his Junior and Senior years, he was largely respon- 
sible for his team winning the city championship. 


He is a graduate of Defiance College and he also at- 
tended Toledo University and Ashland College. While at 
Defiance he participated in both football and basketball 
and received four letters in each sport. To use the words 
of his coach, N. M- Jorgensen, “He was the best I ever 
had.” 


During the war Coach Dowler served his country in 
the capacity of Infantry instructor in various Army 
camps, posts, and stations in the South. 


Coach Dowler came to us from Lodi, where in two 
years he piloted his teams to two county basketball and a 
baseball championship.
